Subject: Bibliography on Southwestern Colorado Indian Cultures 


In August I began work on an annotated bibliography covering the Anasazi, 

Ute and Fremont Indians. I have now completed collecting and annotating 
books and articles on these subjects. I am organizing the entries into 
several subject divisions under each Indian group. When completed, copies 

of the bibliography should go to the Colorado State Office, Montrose District 
Office, Durango Area Office, and Denver Service Center. We should notify 

the Washington Office as well as the State Offices in Utah, Arizona, and 

New Mexico of this work. Copies could be sent to them also.

With reference to the Fremont culture, it was hard to find any information 
which dealt with Colorado because this cult 4; existed mainly in Utah.

I have included a few books on general fi eotoey, because such books will 
be of use to the non-archaeologist in he ng much of the material on 
the Anasazi and Fremont cultures. There Are ar ourse, many other general 
books on archaeology and I have not even attempted to be exhaustive on this 
subject in the bibliography. Anyone who shes to find additional books may 
look in the subject card catalog at any Aes under ''Archaeology,"

@ In most cases, I did not read the whole of the publications listed. Also, 
I am not greatly sophisticated in the area of archaeology or any of the 
three cultures researched. It is, therefore, likely that I have slightly 
misrepresented some of the publications. I doubt that this is a significant 
factor, however. 


An additional problem involved in my research is that my method was tied to 
the use of library catalogs. The bibliography cannot therefore be better 
than the libraries and the catalogs researched. It is likely, as a result, 

I have missed some very important publications which were not in any of the 
libraries (or at least not in their card catalog). It is also likely that in 
some cases I have not listed all of the locations of each of the publications. 
If a publication is of special interest and it is not listed as available in 
the desired library, I would suggest going to that library and looking for 
the book in the author catalog cards. 


Due to the great amount of time that would have been involved, I did not 
thoroughly research some of the series from various museums, which are 
likely to have some very interesting, relevant articles. An example is the 
Papers of the Peabody Museum. Similarly, there exist several relevant 
periodicals which undoubtedly contain many excellent articles not included 
in the bibliography. The cause of tHs situation is that as far as I know, 
these periodicals are not indexed. Researching them by going through each 
volume separately would have been time consuming, and was argued against by 
the fact that they were published by organizations outside of Colorado.

Deserving special attention are the listings for publications of the 
Smithsonian Institution because these listings may be confusing. This is 
the case since some libraries shelve them separately as books while other 
libraries shelve them all together as periodicals. For this reason, to find 
all the locations of one of these publications, it is necessary to check 
both the location listing on the individual cards and the location listing 
on the card in the periodicals location section of the bibliography. 


As an additional comment, readers should make sure to note the dates on 
any publication. Some very old publications are listed for historical 
reasons. Other fairly old publications were listed, for example, relating 
to Mesa Verde because most of the excavating done there was accomplished 
by the end of the 1930's, 


I researched the following libraries fairly thoroughly: Denver Public 
Library (Denver), State Historical Society Library (Denver), Fort Lewis 
College Library (Durango), Mesa Verde National Park Library (Mesa Verde 





National Park), Cortez Public Library (Cortez), Durango Public Library 
(Durango), Montrose Regional Library (Montrose). The libraries at the 
University of Colorado (Boulder), and the University of Denver (Denver) 
were researched only superficially. Also researched were the files of the 
Colorado State Office, BLM, and the Montrose District Office, BLM. 
Abbreviations for these various locations were used on the individual 
entries for books and files and on the magazine location cards in order to 
indicate the location(s) of any given publication. 


In two cases idiosyncracies involved in call numbers need to be called to 
attention. Numbers referring to books at Fort Lewis College Library with 
the prefix "SW'' are in the Southwestern Collection on the fourth floor of 
the library. Numbers referring to books at Durango Public Library with the 
prefix or suffix "So West" or "Arch' are in the Archaeology - Southwestern 
Collection. 


In all cases, library cards are required to check out books. Library cards 
cost $25.00 at Denver University. Books may not be checked out at the State 
Historical Society or at Mesa Verde. In the case of the library at Mesa 
Verde, a researcher should identify himself as a BLM employee in order to 
use the library since it is not open to the general public.
